TO  KILL  A MOCKINGBIRD  by  Harper  Lee  (Lippin- 
cott,  i960).  In  the  tired  old  town  of  Maycomb,  Ala- 
bama, where  ladies  wilt  like  soft  teacakes  and  men  talk 
sagely  of  death  and  politics,  a brother  and  sister  watch 
their  lawyer-father  defend  a Negro. 

FATE  IS  THE  HUNTER  by  Ernest  K.  Gann  (Simon, 

1961) .  A veteran  pilot  remembers  his  partners  in  flight, 
remembers  routine  missions  and  near-disasters,  but  — 
above  all  — he  remembers  the  hunter,  Fate. 

KIRKLAND  REVELS  by  Victoria  Holt  (Doubleday, 

1962) .  Catherine  found  love  on  the  Yorkshire  Moors 
and  lost  it  in  the  haunted  halls  of  Kirkland  Revels. 

THE  VALLEY  OF  RUBIES  by  Joseph  Kessel  (McKay, 
i960).  In  a magiqal  land  of  pagodas  and  poppies,  an 
adventurer  comes  under  the  spell  of  the  priceless  Mogok 
rubies. 

A SEPARATE  PEACE  by  John  Knowles  (Macmillan, 

1959) .  For  the  rest  of  his  life  Gene  would  recall  Finny 
and  their  friendship,  a friendship  as  sturdy  as  a tree 
trunk  and  as  fragile  as  the  tremble  of  its  branches. 

PYGMALION  by  George  Bernard  Shaw.  Professor 
Henry  Higgins  swears  he’ll  remove  the  cockney  from 
Liza  Doolittle’s  tongue. 

RING  OF  BRIGHT  WATER  by  Gavin  Maxwell  (Dutton, 

1960) .  To  the  wild  sea  lochs  of  the  Scottish  Highlands, 
the  author  adds  Mij  and  Edal,  two  perky,  personable 
otters. 

SPENCER’S  MOUNTAIN  by  Earl  Hamner  (Dial,  1961). 
When  Clay-Boy  kills  the  fabled  white  deer  of  the  Blue 
Ridge  Mountains,  he  seems  marked  for  a special  future, 
something  more  than  a little  liquor  and  cussin’  and  lots 
of  young  ’uns. 

THE  TEST  by  Pierre  Boulle  (Vanguard,  1957).  In  the 
peace  of  her  Malayan  kampong,  young  bride  Marie- 
Helen  almost  forgot  that  she  was  once  a white  girl  in 
a white  world. 

A TWIST  OF  SAND  by  Geoffrey  Jenkins  (Viking,  i960). 
His  mission  was  to  track  the  deadliest  German  sub  in 
the  South  Atlantic.  He  succeeded  — and  failed  — on 
the  graveyard  coast  of  West  Africa. 

A CANTICLE  FOR  LEIBOWITZ  by  Walter  M.  Miller 
(Lippincott,  1959).  How  one  monastery  and  its  monks 
try  to  preserve  scraps  of  culture  when  atomic  doom 
threatens  not  once,  but  twice. 

LANTERNS  & LANCES  by  James  Thurber  (Harper, 

1961) .  Saunter  down  alphabet  avenue  through  sleepy 
syllables  and  mangled  meanings  or  share  the  author’s 
pet  peeves  in  this  book  of  banter  and  barb.

SUZUKI  BEANE  by  Sandra  Scoppettone  (Doubleday, 
1961).  A beatnik  baby  called  suzuki  thinks  her  pad 
and  her  parents  are  real  cool  until  she  meets  a square 
named  henry. 

HOTSHOT,  a basketball  story  by  John  F.  Carson  (Far- 
rar, 1961).  Goaded  by  his  coach,  Dave  York  laps  up 
headlines  and  laughs  at  learning. 

THE  RESCUED  HEART  by  Annabel  Johnson  (Harper, 
1961).  Christie  panicked  when  she  had  to  give  up 
Rudy  and  his  Thunderbird  for  a trailer  camp  at  the 
end  of  nowhere. 

BEFORE  I SLEEP  edited  by  James  Monahan  (Farrar, 
1961).  Rushing  to  give  speeches,  raise  funds,  and  doc- 
tor  his  friends  in  Asia,  cancer-stricken  Tom  Dooley  sur- 
vived thousands  of  miles  and  sleepless  nights  to  keep 
his  promises. 

A FALL  OF  MOONDUST  by  Arthur  C.  Clarke  (Har- 
court,  1961).  One  moment  sightseers  aboard  the  cruiser 
Selene  are  gliding  along  the  surface  of  the  moon;  the 
next,  they  are  buried  alive  in  a treacherous  sea  of  dust. 

JACQUELINE  BOUVIER  KENNEDY  by  Mary  V. 
Thayer  (Doubleday,  1961).  From  her  beautiful  baby- 
hood to  her  elegant  first  ladyship. 

BELIEVE  IT  OR  NOT  by  Robert  L.  Ripley  (Simon, 
1961).  There’s  a hitch-hiking  pigeon  and  a royal  beggar 
in  Ripley’s  latest  bag  of  surprises. 

FLIGHT  DECK  by  Robb  White  (Doubleday,  1961). 
Grounded  after  the  Battle  of  Midway,  pilot  John  Law- 
rence breaks  Navy  regulations  to  wage  a one-man  war. 

SEASON  OF  LOVE  by  Sylvie  Schuman  (Watts,  1961). 
Stories  to  prove  that  love  happens  to  anyone  at  any 
age  or  season. 

TREASURE  AT  TWENTY  FATHOMS  by  Leonard  P. 
O.  Wibberley  (Washburn,  1961).  The  treasure  is  a 
sunken  airplane  off  Palos  Verdes;  the  hunter  is  Chuck 
Crawford,  shockproof,  sharkproof  scuba  diver. 

DAWN  MISSION;  A FLIGHT  NURSE  IN  KOREA  by 
Eloise  Engle  (Day,  1962).  “She  swallowed  hard.  This 
was  it!  Today  she  would  fly  into  Korea  for  the  first 
time,  pick  up  a planeload  of  battle  casualties,  and  bring 
them  back.” 

HOW  TO  BE  AN  ADOLESCENT  . . . AND  SURVIVE 
by  John  L.  Schimel  (Rosen,  1961).  If  interviews 
frighten  you,  if  examinations  shake  you,  if  you  can't 
decide  on  a career,  this  is  your  book.
